If "suit club" operators in Dixon 


are outside of the law it is a. mat- 
ter for State's Attorney Morey 
Pires and not the city council. 


That was the essence of an 


opinion expressed at the council 
meeting here last night by City 
Attorney Gerald Jones. Mr. Jones 
had previously been asked by 
Mayor J. Fred Hofmann for an 
opinion as to the legality of the 
clubs. A group of Dixon business- 
men had protested to the mayor 
that the clubs are illegal and 
ahould not be permitted to con- 
tinue. 


At last night's meeting Attor- 


ney Jones indicated that whether 
or not the suit clubs are loteries 
had not been properly presented 
to the council. 


"All lotteries, if they can be 


proven as such, are matters for 
the state's attorney office, and he 
can prosecute under the law, I 
recommend that the group pro- 
testing this matter take it up 
with the «tate'a attorney office," 
said Mr. Jones. 


The complaint filed with the 


council waa signed by flva cloth- 
iers. 


It is presumed that Attorney 


Jones' reference to the suit clubs 
not having been "properly pre- 
sented" to the council meant that: 


1. No actual evidence wa* 


brought before the council to 
show that such clubs actually 
exist 


2. That even If they do exist 


that 
no evidence 
has 
been 


brought forth to prove that they 
are lotteries. 
The suit club operators contend 


that the clubs are not lotteries, 
but rather "credit" or "lay-away" 
plans. 


State's Attorney Morey Pires 


advised the Telegraph this morn- 
ing that he has not been contacted 
by the local merchants regarding 
the clubs.

Rooosevelt Met Secretly in 
White House With Browder, 
Once Red Leader, h Charge 


Washington, Sept. 14.—(AP)—A former Communist newsman told 


senators today that Earl Browder. one-time head of the Communist 
party in the United States, held secret meetings in the White House 
with the late President Roosevelt in 19H. 


The testimony was given by 


Howard Rushmore, a reporter on 
the New York Journal American. 
to a senate judiciary subcommit- 
tee. 


Rushmore is a former member 


of the staff of The Daily Worker, 
official communist party organ in 
this country. 


He said his information on the 


White House meetings came from 
Benjamin Gitlow, whom he identi- 
fied as a Communist party offi- 
cial. 


The subcommittee is holding 


hearings on a bill by Senator Mc- 
Carran (D-Nev) to arm the gov- 
ernment with new powers to block 
the entry of subversive aliens and 
to throw Out any who are here. 


Rushmore also told the commit- 


tee that former Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull and Mrs. Roosevelt, 
the wife of the late president, in- 
tervened to allow Browder's wife 
to enter this country after she had 
been ordered deported. 


Rushmore said that deportation 


action wu lUrted tgainit Mra. 


Browder in 1940 but that the case 


dropped out of sight 
more or 
because of the war. She later re- 
entered through Canada. 


It was in 1945, the year after 


Mrs. Browd^r's reentry and the al- 
leged White House conferences by 
her liusbanc'. that Browder was 
thrown out as Communist leader in 
this country.
